Your letter of April 25th addressed to Mr.’ Howland Wood has been 
referred to me. 

The Hudson~Fulton medals were struck in several different sizes 
to be used for various purposes. The dies that were three inches in diameter 
were used exclusively for one hundred silver medals struck for this Society, 
and subscribed for by its members, These medals were over subscribed for at 
the time, conseguently there are none left, and I do not know where any could 
be obtained. The one larger size and several smaller sizes were struck for 
the Hudson~Fulton Commission, and as said above were used for various purposes, 
They were struck by the Whitehead & Hoag Company in Newark. . 

I will forward your letter to Dr. George F. Kunz, of Tiffany & Com 
pany, New York, who was an active member of the Hudson~Fuiton Commission, and 
he might be able to put you in the way of obtaining one or more of these med~ 
als.’
